\ New and Start ling Invention. 



To tho ordinary mind it seems inevi- 
table that if two trains approach each 
other on tho same track ami do not 
slacken their speed a collision must 
onstto. But thoro is a man in Con- 
necticut whoso mind is not ordinary. 
Of course, wo do not moan by such a 
statement to insinuate that tho Nutmeg 
Suite possesses only one man gifted 
with ordinary mental endowments. 
Tho woods there are full of them, but. 
so far. as heard from, there is only ono 
who has exercised his genius of solv- 
ing tho problem of how to enable two 
trains to pass on tho same track with- 
out collision. 

Tho plan of this ingenious person is 
very simple, as all really groat plans 
and ideas tire, lie proposes to place 
on tho front of every locomotive going 
in onw direction a long inclined plane 
upon which aro two rails. These coinu 
close to tho truck at the forward end of 
tho plane, and at the hinder ond aro 
connected with other rails that run 
along tho tops of the cars, and down 
to tho main track on another ineliueil 
plane in tho roar. When the train 
provided with this attachment moots 
another on tho same track, tho latter 
simply goes over the former, its 
weight making the connection of tiie 
front of this incliuod plane and the 
rails of tho main track perfect, and 
acting at the same time as a brake on 
tho speed of the train underneath. 

If this invention had been mado a 
few yours sooner tho number of doubie- 
track roads in tho country would uot 
now bo half so great as it is. A single 
trnck with occasional switches for 
heavy freight trains would answer all 
purposes, and the cost of constructing 
railroads would bo decreased ~Zi) per 
cent, at least. The system will, of 
course, bo adoptttd on the single track 
roads, and within a few years the sen- 
sation of riding over or under another 
moving train will be so common as to 
pass almost unnot.innil. This ij n great 
country.

A Kiiiiior tliat the Prince of 
Wales Will Vole For It, 

New York, Sept. 21. — A r. title- special 
special from London of £ '--pt ember 20th 
says: Tho popular donio:isl nitidis for ami 
against tho Franchise I id continue inces- 
santly and largo mass meetings of liberals 
and torioa aro hold daily. Thoro is one 
notable difference between tho assemblages 
of the rospectivo parties. Tho liberals 
choose tho most open spaces thuy can find 
for their demonstrations, and tho motto 
regarding their auditors is "The more tho 
merrier." Tho tories, on the othor 
hand, hold mass meetings only in aristo- 
cratic parts, and admission thereto is re- 
stricted to holders of tickets which are 
distributed to torioa only. Sometimes, 
however, partios of liberals gain admis- 
sion to these select coteries and then 
ludicrous scenes scour. All instance was 
yiven to-duy at a tory meeting in Charlton 
Park. Tho liberals caused to bo dis- 
tributed u largo number of counterfeit 
tickets of admission. The gatekeepers 
could not discriminate, and as the liberals 
came early tie ie were fully as many of 
them us of tho d ily invited tories in the 
park. When the prnc, ■ dines began the 
principal orator was 1. Jit lion. David 
Robert l'lunkitt, in ember of parliament 
for Dublin University, who began to be- 
rate Uladstoiie in the most approved fash- 
ion. To his astonishment every reference 
to Gladstone was received with enthusias- 
tic cheers and the rest of his remarks 
were accompanied by a running tiro of 
chaff which utterly destroyed their effect. 
The climax was reached when tho crowd 
attempted to storm tho platform. Then 
the police were called and tho mooting 
broko up ill disorder. 

In connection with the franchise agi- 
tation an important rumor, which 
seems to have a substantial basis of 
fact, is in circulation to-night, It 
is to the etl'oot that tho Prince 
of Wales and the Duko of Edinburgh 
have formally notified the Marquis of 
Salisbury, tho Conservative leader in tho 
House of Lords, of their intention' to vote 
for tho Frakcbise bill at the autumn ses- 
sion. Tho reason assigned for their de- 
termination is tho fear that the intensity 
of hatred which has been manifested to- 
ward tho poors may bo extended to tho 
Grown itself, unless the representatives of 
royalty mako this concession to tho popu - 
lar will. 

Tho tories do not attempt to conceal 
their satisfaction over the now complica- 
tions in which tho liberal ministry is be- 
coming involved in consequence of Lord 
N orthbrook's action in Egypt. They 
threaten to confine tho autumn session of 
parliament to tho discussion of the 
Egyptian question, and believe that tho 
h esh entanglements which have arisen, or 
aro foreseen, will afford them ample ma- 
terial with which to embarrass the gov- 
ernment and stave off discussion of the 
franchise bill.

A Columbia Itivcr rainier 
Tells What He Knows 
About Them. 

A Columbia rivor canner writes to tho 
Now York Bulletin respecting the recont 
poisoning, "Tho particular brand of 
salmon that your reporter has given so 
wide knowledge of, is one of the oldest 
brands packed on the Columbia river; one 
of the widest distribution, and one of the 
most successful, commanding always the 
highest price, because of its established 
reputation of over ten years' standing. 
Metallic poisoning from salmon packed 
under the Eureka star brand is simply im- 
possible, as no Bolder is used inside the 
cans, whilo the oil in tilo fish itself would 
also preclude any action upon tho surface 
of tho can. When New Vork physicians 
or other people don't know a "solution of 
sugur of lead" from vinegar, it is evident 
that as yet the fools aro not all dead. 

An army surgeon writes that canned 
goods have been consumed in tlio U. 8. 
army for 20 years and ho never heard of 
a case of poisoning from their uso.

"JOHN BULL'S FALL." 

The superabundant imagination of a 
French writer, and tho existing hostility 
towards England has led to the publica- 
tion of u pamphlet, written by one Camillo 
Dobaus under tho above caption. It is 
. quite as! sensational as tho Battle of 
Dorking, which appeared somo years ago, 
and purports to describe the destruction 
of England's power by soa and land. For 
the creation of greater interest an early 
date ib fixed for tho ovont, the year 1887. 
The imaginative writor, with whom no 
doubt tho wish is farthor to tho thought, 
presupposes that tho destruction of 
England's navy, tho loss of hor colonies 
and tho conquest of Ireland had 
already taken place at the dato named. 
These trifling occurrences seoniod to bo 
necessary as preparatory to tho success- 
ful invasion of England. Debana does not 
tell as how they were brought about. It 
would have takon somo paper and a 
measuro of ink, possibly some montal ef- 
fort, to have described successfully and 
with a fair show of probability how Eng- 
land would loso her colonios and hor tleot 
in tho brief space of two years. And 
thou it was so much easier to imagine it 
all accomplished! , But let us follow the 
narrative in briof outline. England hav- 
ing lost her naval supromacy (in M. De- 
ban's imagination) it naturally becomes 
a difficult problem to guard tho 
realm against tho successful 
invasion of superior forcos. Discov- 
ering that tho country is now liable to at- 
tack on every side, tho Prince of Wales 
takes command of all the forces by land 
and sea with Lord Wolsoloy of Cairo as 
field marshal general next in authority. 
The other sons of Her Majesty, with her 
son-in-law, are also given important com- 
mands. Lord Wolsoloy organised his forcos 
in four great divisions, which are placed in 
tho north, south, east and west of the king- 
dom. London is fortified with enormoris 
earthworks, and general preparation made 
to give the invader a bloody welcome. Did 
wo omit to mention that the invading hosts 
are French, under the command of Maximo 
Jean, Emperor of the Seas, a sort of mari- 
time Napoleon, who is to appear next year? 
This phenomenal commander, whom tho 
English expect to hind in groat force at 
Homo one point, outwits tho dull islanders 
by threatening t!i»ir e.mut nt five <>r ujv 
points at once. These feints have the effect 
of drawing away the armies detailed for the 
protection of London and increasing the 
distauce between tho divisions posted in the 
north, west and south. Tho Emperor of 
tho Seas finally lands in great force on tho 
coast of Norfolk, defeats the small num- 
ber of volunteers who meet him there, 
defeats General Iludcliffe and his army and 
drives him back on London. Simultane- 
ously and Irish army, under Gen. Kolluer, 
invades Scotland. Tho Irish troops light 
nobly; General Cameron is defeated, and 
from their rapid conquest of Scotland the 
Irish division sweeps down by forced 
marches toward London. To the uwful 
panic which seizes upon the English poo- 
ple thero succeeds a gleam of hopo as the 
Prince of Wales on tho 27th Juno defeats 
tho Irish auxiliaries under Uonoral Koll- 
uer near Stratford and obliges him to fall 
back. This is tho only victory gained by 
tho English in tho fatal campaign, '/'ho 
prince is wounded seriously, and the su- 
preme command devolves upon Wolsoloy, 
to whom the Emperor of the Seas now 
gives his attention, and tho victor of Tel 
El Kebir, caught between the two groat 
armies of French and Irish, and after los- 
ing half his force, is compellod to sur- 
render at discretion. London falls after 
three or four unsuccessful assaults, and 
the groat Maximo Jeanenterd in triumph 
and establishes his headquarters at West- 
minster. 

Such is the neat little story of imagin- 
ary vistory and conquest with which 
Fronch vanity is tickled for tlio moment, 
and Fronch niomory consoled for the long 
succession of defeats by sea and land 
which England has given them. Tho 
latest exploits of French arms previous 
to their vaunted victories over the Anna- 
mese and Chineso wcro shown in the 
inarch on Berlin, which waa so rapidly 
followed by th-i retreat to Paris, the fall 
of that city and tho grand coronation of 
the Emperor of Germany in tho French 
capital. Really there is not much in the 
history of that campaign to give hopo in 
tho French mind to an early occupation of 
London. Tho fall of John Bull is nut 
yet, and not to be, let us trust, at so 
early a dato as the year of grace 1887. A 
hundred years ago in the constituent 
assembly of Franco a deputy spoko of the 
ruin of England. Mirabeau retorted: 
"England is lost ' Ah! groat God! what 
unfortunate news! But in what latitude 
has she been lost, or what earthquake, 
what convulsion of nature has engulphed 
that famous Island, that inexhaustible 
abode of great oxamplos, that classic land 
of the friends of freedom? . . . But 
you givo us hoart, you give us hope. . . . 
England is repairing, in a glorious silence, 
the wounds she inflicted on horsulf in tho 
dolirium of a burning fover. England 
flourishes still for tho oternal instruction 
of tho world!" Many times the conquest 
of England, the decay of England have 
boon predicted; but the island has not yet 
boon engulphed or conquered.

EASTERN STATES. 
Dekr Park, Mi, Sept. 26.— John W, 
Garrett, president of tho B. & O. rail- 
road, died horo at 5:20 this morning. 

New York, Sept. 20. — In tho court of 
sossiotis at Brooklyn Ella Larbeo ploadod 
guilty to burglary in tho third degree and 
was sentenced to tho penitentiary for 
throo years and six months. Sho is 20 
yoars old, handsome and refined looking, 
but is known to the police »s a professional 
burglar. Sho has already served two son- 
tonces, one of six months and the other 
of one year, for burglary. Daniel Schug- 
neo, a young Connecticut farmer, road of 
hor in tha paper and called to see her and 
immediately fell in love with hor, and for 
the pust two weeks has boon persecuting 
tho judge, district attorney and other 
officials with petitions to permit him to 
marry her and take him witli her to Con- 
necticut. Ella was willing to marry him 
if permitted. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Sopt. 20.— Tho contingent of 
guards, who are going to Egypt to form 
part of the camel corps, left for Ports- 
mouth to day. Thousands of persons 
witnessed thoir departure and cheered 
them heartily. Tho rest of tho volunteers 
for the camel corps, to the number of 800 
left Aldershot to-day. 

PERU. 

Panama, Sept. 20. — Advices from Lima 
stato that tho revolution is apparently 
drawing to a close. Tho ill-success attend- 
ing General Cache's attack in Lima 
served to dampen the ardor of tho revo- 
lutionists and strengthen the Iglisias gov- 
ernment, Tho number killed on that 
occasion was about 150 on both sides. A 
groat moral offoct is caused throughout 
tho country by the government's success. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Sept. 20 — llorr Von Schloosor, 
Prussian minister to the Vatican has ar- 
rived at Hume once more. Ho will pre- 
sent Cardinal Jacobine, papol socrotary of 
stato, to-morrow a note indicating tha 
basis on which Prussia is propared to re- 
sume negotiations with the Vatican, 

EGYPT. 

Saukim, Sopt. 20. — Messengers from 
friendly tribes at Mars camo into Saukim 
to-day. They ask for a supply of food 
and arms to onable them to continue tho 
successful campaign against hordes of 
Howdaa. The messengers declare that tho 
rebels are unitblo to move on account of 
many of their number suffering from thoir 
wounds. The great leader Usnian 
Digma has only two hundred followers in 
Tamai. Tho rest of his adherents have 
been dispersed through want of supplies. 
Handoob is unoccupied, and tho road to 
Berber is clear of the enemy for many 
miles. 

London, Sept. 20. — Gladstone, on leaving 
Midlothian, thanked his constituents with 
much warmth for the encouraging reception 
accorded hiiu throughout his tour. Many 
honors which they had shown him were 
due, he believed, to local causes for which 
ho had contended. Gladstone spoko in 
Carlisle to-day.

Seattle, Sopt. 20.— Mr. Edward Han- 
ford, one of tho oldest citizens of this Ter- 
ritory, died at his home, in this city, yes- 
terday at 11 o'clock a.m. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Sopt. 2-1. — The Telegraph as- 
serts that a difference »£ views between 
Prime Minister Ferry and Gen. Camper- 
on, minister of war, is expected to lead to 
the resignation of the latter. Gen. Camp- 
eron urges immediate convocation of tho 
chambers. It is i^id that in case Camp- 
eron rosigns, M. Forry will ofl'or the min- 
istry of war to Gen. Lewal, at present 
commander of tho 17th corps, with head- 
quarters at Toulouse.

WAS HE INNOCENT! 

W hat Will lie Disclosed in the 
Miles Joyce Case. 

New York, Sopt. 21.— A London 
cable spocial of tho 20th says: When tho 
imperial Parliament convenes next month 
it will not be the franchise bill nor the 
future of tho Honee of Lords, nor even tho 
Egyptian crisis which willoxcito tho doep- 
ost toolings within St. Stephen's and 
evoko tho widest attention outBido of it. 
Instead of these topics tho hapless end of 
a poor wretched old peasant on a wild 
mountain side in Coniiermara, as ignor- 
ant of tho English language as any Soudan 
lavage, promisos to be tho most striking 
subject of discussion and revelation in tho 
session. The hanging of Miles Joyco in 
Galway, in December, 1882, attracted 
more than usual attention in America, 
not only because of tho hidoous bungling 
of tho drunken hangman, tho late Mar- 
wood, but because of tho persistant and 
repeated declarations of his innocence 
which Joyco made up to tho last. Tho 
two other persons hangad at the samo 
tinio, in dying depositions, admitted their 
guilt, and solemnly swore to tho inno- 
cence of Joyce. Tho telegraph offices in 
Dublin and Galway kept open all night in 
tho boliof that Lord Spencer would inter- 
fere on the strength of these statements, 
but ho refused. 

Tho crime was tho butchory of John 
Joyco, his wife and throe children. In all, 
ton men wore arrested, the relatives of tho 
victims. Ono of the arreatod persona, An- 
thony Philbin, know nothing of the mur- 
der, but, terrified at tho danger and dazzled 
by tho reward offered, turned informorand 
mado up a story, giving somo of the names 
at random. One of the guilty nu n, who 
had been arrested, Thomas Casey, also 
turned informer, and gave tho real names, 
but Bolton, the prosecutor, refused to ac- 
cept him as a witness until he consented to 
make his evidence correspond with Phil- 
bin's. Uulton put the two men together in 
the prison yard to arrange their story, anil 
ho deliberately suppressed much evidence 
of an unanswerable son, showing tho in- 
nocence of Miles Joyce. 

The lirst inkling of this conduct canio 
out five weeks ago, when Thomas Casey, at- 
tending confession tho lirst time since the 
murder, revealed the facts to a priest, with 
the result that they wore disclosed to the 
Archbishop. Philbin also made a confes- 
sion. In Parliament the Irish members 
extracted from the government a promise 
that a full Inquiry should be mado into the 
matter, as there were four men in prison 
who are also said to bo innocent, lint all 
this amounted to was a curt note from the 
Castle in Dublin that sutlicieut inquiry had 
been already made. The inquiry which 
the Castle refused Timothy Harrington, a 
member of parliament from Westmeath, 
has lmd luade on ui« own responsibility 
He interviewed everybody in the district 
with results which promise to be startling, 
flo says: "Tho evidence which I have got 
is enough to put Spencer in the dock for 
conspiracy to murder. It will opeu the eyes 
of the whole world to the systematic wrongs 
committed in the name of justice under 
English rule in froland." 



Details of tlie Iflui'tler of an 
Innocent Voting Girl. 

Philadelphia, Sopt. 24.— Tho Press 
publishes Howard Sullivan's confession in 
full. Ho says ho got frightened because 
a photographer came to take his likeness. 
Ho thought ho was about to hang, and 
when tho sheriff entered tho coll he found 
Ihb recently cheerful prisoner the picture 
of despair. Tears were rolling down the 
cheeks of the frightened wretch, and he 
cried out: "Sheriff, I havo made up my 
mind to toll you all about Ella Watson; 1 
can't keep it any longer." The sheriff ex- 
plained that any confession he might 
make would bo used against him in court, 
but ho replied, "1 don't caro ; I must toll 
all." Ho thon said: "I saw Ella Watson 
come into Yorktown with a basket of 
poultry on her arm; hh she wont into El- 
well's store to sell the poultry I said to 
myself, 'Now, here's a chance to go on an 
excursion to Atlantic City.' I know she 
would carry the money homo with her, 
and I decided to waylay her and take it 
from her; that was my only object; I 
watched Ella Watson go down the road 
toward her home and I ran through tho 
woods and cut two clubs; I got ahead of 
hor and hid in tho bushes; when she got 
about 100 yards from mo 1 ran along the 
edge of tho woods, until within a few foot 
of her." 

THE MURDERER WEEPS. 
Hero Sullivan completely broke down, 
the tears filling his face from his eyes. It 
wan a minute before ho could resume. 
"As I got near the girl tho devil told mo 
to kill hor; sho never heard mo come up, 
and before bIio know it I was at the buck 
of her; I struck her twice on the head 
with a short club, and as she foil in the 
road the blood flowed; then I knew what 
T had done, and T felt like running away; 
I did start to leave hor, but went back 
and searched hor pockets for money; after 
I struck her with tho club she never 
moved nor spoko a word ; I was with her 
lifteou minutes, getting tho money and 
dragging tho body from the road to the 
woods." 

Ho donios the charge of outrage nnd 
seemed reluctant to talk about it. The 
poor wretch said: "I don't want to bo 
hanged or sent to tho penitentiary; I'd 
like to bo sent to somo reform school." 
Tho trial takes place October PJth.

THE PANAMA CAN A L. 

Gloomy Reports by an Expert 
Sent to Mulce :«•» Exam- 
ination. 

New York, Sept. 24, — A Montreal dis- 
patch says: The Gazette of this city sent 
an export to critically examine and report 
on tho Panama canal. If his statements 
can bo relied on the canal is in a very bad 
way. He says that during the past six 
months but little substantial progress has 
boon mado, notwithstanding the company 
has been claiming to have nearly 10,000 
men at work, but near the close of August 
there were only 7,000 men, and owing to 
the Hiekly season 4-10 were in the hospital, 
apart from nearly 100 under treatment at 
homo. The laborers now employed are 
nearly all Jamaicans, and a lack of spirit 
and energy is everywhere observable. 

Heavy rains interfere greatly with the 
work, and tho earthworks are swept away 
by tropical downpours. It may bo safely 
said that from May to tho middle of De- 
cember fully half the timo originally cal- 
culated on by He Lossepa is loHt, owing to 
rains and floods. Chaos, confusion and 
bad management are observable in all de- 
partments. 

Tho writer ia informed, on excellent 
authority, that SHO, 000, 000 in gold havo 
been spent up to this time, or two-thirds of 
the whole capital, at l)e Lessopu' published 
estimate, and only one-thirtieth of tho nc- 
tual work ia completed, The company can- 
not deny it and prove the denial.

Tho preparations fur tho annual pro- 
vincial exhibition wore fully completed on 
Thursday, uearly everything being in 
place for tho criticism of tho judges in tho 
main building, and yesterday morning tho 
last arrivals of stock were brought in, and 
tho work of tho judges commenced. Those 
in tho main building only finished their 
duties at two o'clock, when tho exhibition 
was formally opened by Prem'. r Smithc. 
Present on the occasion we- o Admiral 
Lyons and staff, tho provincial secretary, 
tho president, vioe-presideats and direc- 
tors of the exhibition and other prom- 
inent citizens. 

The day turned out a rather unpleasant 
ouu, and rain h&d commenced to full when 
the gates were opened for visitors; but in 
spite of the threatening weather crowds 
thronged in at the entrances, and soon 
filled Agricultural Hall and tho grounds, 
whoro horses and stock were exhibited. 

Tho hall is a well-constructed building, 
100 feet long and 80 feet wide, and is 
i|iiito largo enough for all the rerjuiie- 
nionts. The goods on the ground flour 
are placed along tho sides with a railing 
to protect them from tho crowd, and in 
the centre of the floor they aro placed 
with large spaces between for tho easy 
passugoof visit 'is, The upstairs consists

The display of fancy work and ladies' 
handiwork of all kinds attest that the 
female portion of the community has not 
been idle, aud while the linger achieve- 
ments of our various industries and manu- 
factures receive our first attention, we 
must not despise the minor achievements 
of women which servo to brighten tho 
homo and without which "tho stateliest 
structure man can raise" is devoid of com- 
fort. Skillful fingers havo fashioned 
beautiful articles of all kinds, embroidery, 
crochet, knitting, wool work and other 
fancy work, besides various useful pieces 
of work which tho ladies class under the 
generic name of "plain sowing." The 
ladies who were appointed as judges in 
this department complain that the aritclos 
were not wisely classified, aud suggest 
that in future ladies be placed ou the com- 
mittee to arrange those things as only 
women can. The gentlemen directors are 
doubtless proficient judges of machinery 
and live stock, but they evidently are ig- 
norant of the distinctions between om- 
broidery and crochet, cardboard and can- 
vas, and an attempt to teach them would 
probably be a hopeless task. 

Mr. Dobinson, the taxidermist, ex- 
hibits pheasants, grouso aud other birds 
stutrud. The head uf a mountain sheep is 
most realistic. 

Mr. Newbury's display of trunks, 
valises aud gripsacks is very creditable to 
to l hat experienced maker. 

Mr. F. Nurris' exhibition of harness 
and Biuldlery was among the largest and 
most complete in the show. The articles 
are of tho highest class of workmanship. 

L. Steinmlor's display of spices, coffee, 
etc., is meritorious and deserves the high- 
est praise. 

Several loaves of bread baked by young 
girls were exhibited Tho men who may 
be fortunate enough to get tho girls who 
made those loaves will be lucky mon in- 
deed. 

The first prize for fresh butter was car- 
ried offby Mrs. Homy King of Cedar Hill; 
the second prize by Mrs. Julius Brothour of 
X. Saanich. 

Fraser river carried off the prizes for 
cheese and tub bnttor — Mr. Hexsinith get- 
ting tho fust and Mr. W. ,1. Harris the 
second prize for eheese; and Mr. Greyell of 
Chilliwback taking both first and second 
prizes for tub butter. 

Tho Victoria match factory show 
some largo blocks of their manufacture. 

Joseph Sommers displays many varieties 
of picture frames and other articles of 
his clover handiwork. 

Mr. George Crowther, engraver, shows 
some lint; plate engraving (or doors, Collins, 
etc. 

Mr. James Pell's pumpkins and fruit aro 
curiosities in size and tlavor. 

With sewing machines the pavilion is 
is well provided. The Domestic and 
Genuine Singer are shown by Mr. Fletcher. 
The Domestic is a superb machine which 
sows through two thicknesses of tin an. 1 a 
quarter-inch board as easy as it could sew 
through a cardboard. The knitter by the 
same exhibitor is a marvel of compactness 
and laborsaving. The Domestic is the only 
machine thai does nnderbraiding and shir- 
ring. 

Mr. W. H. Adams shows the old and new 
Singer. The taller is actually unprovided 
with a shuttle! Paucya sewing machine so 
simply and yet so strongly built that it 
forces its needle through four thicknesses 
of tin plate with the utmost easn direct 
from the spool. 

The judges outside wore busily occu- 
pied for sevoral hours in testing the merits 
of the stock. Tho display of horseflesh 
this year is particularly good, it being 
without exception the best ever made in 
tho province, some of those shown being 
magnificent animals. Mr. Turgoose, of 
South Saanich, had probably the largest 
number of animals on exhibition and car- 
ried oil' tho palm in a number of instances. 
Messrs. Pemberton, Purvor, J. Parker, 
S. Sandovcr, Win. Irving, Kior of Maple 
Bay, Cameron, and others, each carried 
off prizes for various animals. In conse- 
quence of our being unable to procure the 
prize list for publication in this issue wo 
aro unnblo to do justice to the different 
animals or give their owners. 

Tho trial of animals in the ring, or 
rather in tho enclosure, for no ring was 
laid out, occupied considerable time, and 
as tho rain was falling it did not attract a 
great number of spectators. A pair of splen- 
did heavy draught horses wero shown, this 
being the only team exhibited. [n carri- 
age horses over 10A hands, a magnificent 
pair of blacks wore shown by Mr. Tur- 
gooso. Mr. Sandover also carried off 
several prizes for horses. 

Jas. Tod of Cedar Hill took the first 
prize for draught stallion, 

W. Turgoose of S. Saanich swept tho 
board with the largest collection of carriage, 
saddle and buggy horses; he also took the 
first prize for uiaro of any kiud, while Mr. 
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Keir of L'owiehan was awarded tho first 
prize for stallion for general purposes. Mr. 
Porver of N. Saanich was awarded first 
prize for roadster stallion; also first for 
stallion of any kind. 

The show of cattle was rather limited, 
but some excellent thoroughbred stock 
was exhibited, particularly in short-horn 
Durhams, Dr. Tolmie's 2-year old bull 
being specially a fino animal. Messrs. 
Honly, Pemberton, Fell, W. White and 
J. Richardson also show somo fine stock 
in Durhams. 

In graded stock, Messrs. Smith, Henley 
and King make tho largest show, there 
being somo splendid animals entered. 

Mr. E. S. Veddar, of Chilliwback, is 
tho only exhibitor in Ayrshire's, of which 
ho also has a number of tine animals. 

There was a keen contest in cows, aud 
Mr. Alex. Jack was awarded the first prize 
for cow in milk. 

Mr. J. Shopland is tho largest exhibitor 
of sheep and shows some very good speci- 
mens in long and short wool, his Leices- 
ters being excellent stock, and also South- 
downs. 

Messrs. Goodacro A Dooley, II. King, 
J. Porter and H. Smith also exhibit some 
very fine animals. 

In Berkshire pigs Mr. Jos. Gosnell 
shows llie greater number. Messrs. Tol- 
mie, Bryant and Thomson also have ex- 
hibits in this class. The display is not 
very large. 

Master Aleck Baillio had a family of 
guinea pigs on exhibition, mother and 
children, which weru the delight of the 
children. 

The showing of poultry, ducks and 
geese was not very extensive, though there 
wero a n umber of excellent birds shown. 
Some linuleu geese, Duck Wing and Ply 
mouth Ro'ik poultry and a variety of 
ducks were among the best. 

Mr. K". G. Prior and Messrs. Burns it 
Co. each make a largo display of agricul- 
tural implements, reapers, mowers, hay 
rakes, wagons, etc 

During the afternoon a pleasant-faced 
young lady distributed tracts through the 
hall, bearing the stirring titles of "Soft 
places in hard hearts, " Tumble-down 
Dick," "Now is the Accepted Time." 

Tho Woman's Christiau Temperance 
Union, by the oxcollent lunch w hich they 
provided at "moderate prices," proved that 
they can cook as well as talk and work in 
tho cause of temperance. Thoy gave an 
excellent repast for 50 cents and dispensed 
Arctic soda with choice of svrups at one 
"bit." 

Mr. S. Clay dispensed the "social glass" 
on the opposite side of tho hall and en- 
joyed a good run of custom.

At II 110 the horse races wore held on 
the track at Beacon Hill and were wit- 
nessed by a large number of spectators 
notwithstanding 'be disagreeable weather.

I havo great sympathy 
for tho occupants of tho boe-hivo — 
none at all for tho oagle." 

In Evelyn's diary tho following 
occurs, referring to a Dutchwoman 
who lived in tho seventeenth century. 
"Toward tho end of August I roturnod 
to Haarlom. Tlioy showed us a cottago 
whoro they told us dwolt a woman 
who had boon married to hor twenty- 
fifth husband, and being now a widow, 
was prohibited to marry in future; yot 
it could uot bo proved that sho bad 
ever mado away with any of hor hus- 
bands, though tho suspicion had 
brought her divers times to trouble." 

"A gonuiuo lord," said Lord Ronald 
Gower recently, "has no need as a 
tourist in a foreign laud, to proclaim 
his aristocracy. I havo travolod a 
groat deal i» America, and almost all 
the while incognito. My experience is 
that, though a title may be a passport 
into some circles of society, it is on

It subjects its possossor to 
two sorts of annoyance — that which 
arises from tho common disliko of aris- 
tocratic eminence and that which comes 
from quite gouoral doubt as to its 
genu in on ess.

"Death of Mr. Buchanan; His Char- 
acter as a Statesman, a Man, aud a 
Christian."— Lancaster (Pa.) Intelligen- 
cer. 

Women Should Marry. 

Marriago with a worthy man is a 
woman's privilogo, and hor best and 
highest development, mental and physi- 
cal, can bo attained in this state, 
says The Rural New Yorker. Men 
and women woro mado for each 
other, and a very old but never 
tholess truo truism is that a hap- 
py marriago is tho very Garden of 
Edon.

Look aroiinu on all your 
frionds, married or singlo, and ask 
yourself tho question which is tho pre- 
ferable lot. If you aro strong enough 
to light alnnn t.hn hat tin nf lif.i_ in 
earn your own bread and butter, you 
aro just in tho condition to gain tho 
respect at least of a husband, and hav- 
ing a hearty, geuuino respect, admira- 
tion and lovo aro not far distant. Tho 
truth is, doar girls, too many enter this 
holy condition hoping to find in it only 
ease, adulation, and pleasure. Such 
persons will find tho rcvorso of what 
they sock. Read Tennyson's "Prin- 
cess." Had not ho the truo conception 
of happiness in this condition ? 

A man must bo bad, indeed, that 
can treat with disrespect a woman who 
respects hersolf. As a rulo a good 
woman will make a good homo — wo 
know of exceptions to this, however. 
But if you havo mado up your minds 
to follow tho bent of your owu wills 
and pave a way for yourselves, you 
may do well; but to thoso who intend 
to ontor the married state, should a 
good opportunity ooruo to them, I 
liavo only to say, see to it that you 
individually understand what is re- 
quired of you as a wife. Bo willing to 
mako concessions at any time if in tho 
wrong, and, above all things, don't 
find fault with your husband before 
others. 



Hunting Condors, 



The Chilian Government lias declar- 
ed a war of extermination against tho 
condor. It oilers a reward of $5 for 
every condor killed. The hunting of 
this bird of prey has, under tho circum- 
stances, become a lucrative business, 
though it seems doubtful, if ono con- 
sider tho astounding powers of tho 
bird and its wonderful habits, that tho 
Govertunout can or will ever succeed 
iu destroying the species at any price. 
A Soutfiorn paper in speaking of this 
matter, says: "Shooting tho condor 
on the wing is almost out of the ques- 
tion; for It sails at nlthudes far beyond 
tho reach of tho human eye, and roosts 
on peaks immeasurably above the 
clouds. It has been seen at attitudes 
of 20, 000 foot. It haunts the whoie 
western slope of the Andes — not only 
Chill, but Peru, Bolivia and Patagonia. 
Latterly tho birds have so increased as 
to form a veritable scourge— notwith- 
standing tho fact that the female lays 
but two eggs at a ti mo. and that con- 
dor-hunting has been a regular and 
lucnitivo calling for moro than a cen- 
tury." — Nero York Tribune.

When a littlo boy, not more than 10 
years old, Greoly visited an uncle on 
his farm in Vermont. Ono day the 
uncle had occasion to uso tho grind- 
stone, which may bo found in every 
New Englaud door yard, anil jo- 
cosoly offered tho boy live cents if lie 
would turn tho handle for two hours.

Heretofore t he starting stakes in James Hay have 
been placed in a line parallel with the general run of 
Dallas road, the course having been around Uead- 
inan's Island ami back. 

Before the ( otsford Payne race it was agreed that 
the line ol the stakes in James Lay and the line of 
the stakes to be rounded above Headman's islam! 
should be laid out parallel with thesecond Es(|uhnalt 
bridge. The bearing of the bridge is S.W. and N. K. 
nearly. Tile stakes above the bridge were laid very 
nearly S.W. anil N.E.; but a serious error occurred iii 
placing the James Bay starting stakes. The latter 
were laid N.W. and S. E , or at right angles to the 
second Ksqulnia't bridge. 

This mistake made a considerable difference in the 
distances to be rowed by the two men. If the line of 
the stakes iu James Ha) had been set parallel to the 
slwre line, that is. E. and W , Payne's heat would 
have been placed at the start lit!} feet nearer Dallas 
road. If the line had been laid off S.W. and N.E., 
parallel to the Esquimau bridge anil tho line nf the 
upper stakes, Payne's bont at tho start would have 
been 127 ft nearer Dallas road; Cotslord's boat in each 
instance being in the position It actually started 
from I have assumed the distance between the 
stakes to have been 110 feet.
